Polish republic, were made more than 
@ month ago, according to Russian 
newspapers reaching Warsaw dated 
June il. On this date the Izvestia, the 
official organ of the central committee 
of the Moscow soviet, published the fol- 
lowing. j 

“Recent events on various Polish 
fronts and our advance into the very 
heart of Poland’s population impels us 
to give our party workers instructions 
about the character of their wotk in 
establishing and strengthening the so- 
viet powers in Poland. 

“It is absolutely necessary to under- 
take a most ruthless struggle against 
the entire Polish populction and to 
take measures for their complete ex- 
termination as a nation. : 

“It is absolutely necessary, there- 
fore: 

“First, To inaugurate mass terror 
against the propertied peasants, root- 
ing them out entirely, and to under- 
tuke ruthless terror toward Poles, gen- 
erally who may undertake any direct 
or indirect part whatever in the strug- 
gle against the soviet powers. 

* Second, Confiscate grain and send 
the grain to fixed points. This refers 
not only to grain but to all agricultural 
products. 

“Third, Undertake all measures to 
assist, the colonization of the poorer 
population, 

“Fourth, Place the Jews and other 
persons of foreign birth an a footing 
of equality with Poles regarding land 
and in all other respects. 

“Fifth, Effect complete disarma- 
ment, shooting any one in whose pos- 
session is found even a cartridge after 
the period fixed for disarmament. 

“Sixth, Leave armored autqmobile 
detachments in villages and districts 
until order is established. 

“The central committee directs that 
detailed regulations shall be worked 
out quickly for the settling en masse 
of Russian and Lithuanian peasants on 
Polish soil.”

If France sends — 
troops and England sends supplies, as 
threatened, Germany’s neutrality 
leaves the Danzig free port the only 
line of communications. A Russian 
enveloping movement following the 
Prussian..border would soon cut off 
that avenue. 

Activity on either side toward Dan- 
zig affects Germany. Germany be- 
lieves neutrality would be useless if 
the French can land in Danzig and 
march toward Warsaw through the 
strip the interallied commission now 
holds. The Germans would resist any 
effort to get a permit for French 
troops to cross the mainland, and also 
would feel outraged if Danzig were 
used.

“The whole consideration of the 
matter,’’ he said, “ has thus far brought 
forth only two proposals—direct and 
indirect taxation—if rates are not in- 
creased, the cost, we are told, must be 
met by the government. 

“T venture to say it is possible so 
to increase the operating efficiency 
on the railways as not only to afford a 
proper wage to the workers, but to 
also allow a proper return to railway 
investors. 

“The audacity seems to have gone 
out of railroading. The ideals of 
achievement have been buried under 
the aspiration for stock jobbing. The 
answer is not in levying taxes. It is 
in real railroading.”

Washington, D. C., July 22.—{Spe- 
cial.J—Every time a traveler buys a 
railway ticket, particularly a Pullman 
berth, he will be reminded of the $625.- 
000,000 annual pay raise granted to 
the railway employés, if the interstate 
commerce commission approves the 
plan submitted by the carriers today 
for passing thé burden to the public. 
The burden discussed today is in ad- | 


dition to the $1,017,000,000 freight rate 
case the roads have pending with the 
The increases asked, taking the 
previous freight rate case, and that 
presented today, total $1,642,921,085 a 
year. 


The $1,000,017,060 freight rate increase | 
was asked to provide funds for neces-| 
sary additions to rolling stock and mo-} 


tive power, essential extensions, and 
repairs. 
What Officials Propose. 


The recommendations today for in- 
creased transportation rates to meet 
the wage boost were presented to the 
commission by Alfred P. Thom, gen- 
eral counsel for the Association of 
Railway Executives. The chief fea- 
tures of the detailed scheme as worked 
out by the executives in conferences 
during the last two days follow: 

An increase of 20 per cent on all 
passenger fares. 
An increase of 20 per cent on all] - 
excess bagguge rates. 
A surcharge of 50 per cent on all 

Pullman tickets. 

An increase in milk rates of the 
same amount 2s for freight traffic. 

An incre@e in freight rates 
averaging 9.13 per cent. 

An increase in switching charges. 


Wages Up $625,921,085. 


The official figures show. that the} 


wage award is estimated to cost the 
roads $625,921,085 annually. The in- 
creased passenger fares it is estimated 
would produce $223,827,982.. The sur- 
charge on parlor and sleeping car 
tickets would yield $43,639,344. 

‘The creased milk rates would 
662,089, and the incréased ex- 
cess baggage charge $1,420,995. The 
total amount from all these sources 
is $287,550,410. 

This leaves a balance of $338,370,675 
to be raised from freight and switch- 
ing charges. Worked out in percent- 
ages, this means an average increase 
of 9.13 per cent. The amount varies 
somewhat in the different territories. 
On the western roads the percentage 
asked is 8.023 per cent, on the eastern | 
roads 10 per cent,-and on the southern | 
8.057 per cent. 

The original application for increased 
freight fates was for an average of 28 
per cent, which, adding the raise pro. | 
posed today, would. mean an average | 
increase of slightly more than 37 per | 
cent.

HARDING TO AMERICANS FOR 

AMERICA. 

Senator Harding’s speech of acceptance divides 
itself into two parts. The first is a state paper of 
first importance. The second is the candidate's 
concession to political expediency. Concessions 
are to be expected and may be inevitable, but they 
seldom are topped by more significant utterances 
than Mr. Harding gave when he was at his best. 

He defined the league of nations issue and 
offered to the country a restoration of belief in 
American purposes. The best purposes of the 
league are American purposes. The methods of the 
league are not American methods. President Wil- 
son has brought about a confusion which misinter- 
prete American opposition to the methods and as- 
serts that it is opposition to the intent. 

The Democratic assertion is that the United 
States has betrayed its trust. That is Wilson’s 
idea. It is expressed in the platform of the party. 
It holds that the nation has been dishonored by its | 
senate and will be dishonored by its people unless 
it enters the league as Wilson demands. 

Mr. Harding’s refutation of this conception of 
American ideals and tradition is complete and in, 
spiring, and it is without bitterness. A great many 
Americans cannot consider the Wilsonian program 
and statements without bitterness, but Mr. 
Harding’s defense of the country is the better, be- 
cause it affirms without criticism of the nation’s 
defamers. 

He says what every American familiar with his 
country’s history and aspirations knows that the 
United States has always promoted the cause of 
humanity in world relations, has always been 
just to the weak and fair with the strong. 

Its policies never have done injustice and its in- 
tent is to help. In instance after instance the 
United States has revealed its regard for the just 
causes of other peoples, for the wrongs they might 
suffer and the misfortunes they might have. 

It has not changed now, and there is no Repub- 
We as 
Americans have believed with pride that we could 
and would deal more fairly in international rela- 
tions than other nations would or could. We have 
had fewer designs against the territory and liber- 
ties af other peoples. We have done more to es- 
tablish them in liberty and peace. 

The Uni States has stood not only territorially 
as an um for dispirited, unfortunate, struy- 
gling, almost hopeless individuals from every other 
land in the world, but it is respected everywhere, 
except in Democratic gatherings, as a nation whose 
purposes were just to all other nations. 

As Americans we used to recognize this, but the 
criticisms of a Democratic president and of the 
Democratic party have been destroying belief in 
an ideal. The ideal is revived by Mr. Harding and 
the conscience of every American can be cleared. 

The United States is not and has not been weak 
in honor, malevolent in purpose, selfish and timid 
in policy. It has not betrayeddts word to Europe. 
lt is not preventing the coming of a better day for 
humanity. It leads towards that day and it is 
Republican doctrine, expressed by Mr. Harding, 
that it leads best as it preserves best the institu- 


force. 

The American republic was born to be of service 
to mankind and it will be preserved without over- 
lordship to continue in service. Mr. Harding tells 
the nation what it knows, that it will be in the van 
and will be in the van with its nationality, sover- 
eignty, and power unimpaired. It will act in any 
good purpose on its own initiative and upon its own 
decisions. Its record is free from reproach. Its 
future will be. 

It will not, under a Republican administration, 
enter the league of nations with a surrender of any 
vf the powers which make it a nation and which 
preserve its constitution and institutions. “We do 
not mean to shun a single responsibility of this re- 
public to world civilization,” says Mr. Harding, and 
every real American knows that to be true. 

The resolve to shun no responsibilities goes with 
the resolve not to surrender American rights “to 
a world council or its military alliance.” That is 
Republican doctrine and it is American doctrine. 
The Democratic candidate and the party may make 
this campaign upon the theory that the United 
States is in disgrace, that it is renegade and 
shamed, that it should surrender to the disintegrat- 
ing forces of an international arrangement which 
has developed neither moral purpose nor effective- 
ness; put the Republicans will not submit to such 
a perversion of American ideals and traditions, nor 
subseribe to such a slander upon the nation or to 
such a weakening of its national life. 

Mr. Harding, turning to domestic issues in his 
discussion of economics, and in particular of trans- 
portation, was courageous and candid. The party 
accepts the principle of higher wages if the work- 
ers will meet the necessity for greater production. 

The public accepts the demands of the transpor- 
tation workers if the workers will accept the theory 
of responsibility to the public. Mr. Harding tells 
the workers of the railways that they should re- 

gard themselves as in public service. He tells the 
public that the rehabilitation of the railroads must 
ge complete. 
In these discussions Mr. Harding has been a 
Statesman. In what follows he is largely a can- 
didate, making a concession here and one there, to 
get or hold a vote, ae ee 

This probably is best illustrated in what he says 
of national defense, “I believe in a smal! army, 
but the best in the world, with a mindfulness for 
preparedness which will avoid the unutterable cost 
of our previous neglect.” 

There is no meaning to such a statement. It is 
traditional American folly to speak of a small army

What Mr. Harding means by a “ mindfulness for | 
preparedness which will avoid the unutterable cost 
of our previous neglect,”’ we do not know.

It is again the candidate who speaks of prohibi- 
tion by saying that people may be divided as to 
the amendment to the constitution, but they are not 
divided as to the enforcement. There probably is 
more division as to enforcement then as to the 
amendment itself. It is an American habit to 
regale morals with a vigorous, stringent law, and 
then, in localities where the law is obnoxious, wink 
at nonenforcement, 

That was done in the New England blue laws, 
in the Illinois Sunday closing law, in the fugitive 
slave law, and in the Negro enfranchisement in 
the south. It may be the mitigating method taken 
in the case of the eighteenth amendment, giving 
localities which resent prohibition the out of non- 
enforcement. 

These and other statements are the concessions 
of the candidate to the political exigencies. Some 
of them are the harmless utterances by which a 
man declares the conventionalities of jhis faith. 
The army statement is harmful. 

We believe, considering Mr. Harding's speech in 
its entirety, that in its broad significance it is an 
important state paper, a needed and powerful ap- 
peal to the American people to remember the faith 
and ideals of their fathers, to have faith in their 
nation, and to presarve it for the great work it can 
do in the world, to *s own citizens, and to the 
cause of humanity everywhere.

HIGH FINANCE IN THE CITY HALL. 

Certificates of indebtedness in’ which the city 
publicly and officially acknowledges its inability to 
pay its bills for supplies and materials are being 
issued at the city hall. These certificates, while 
acknowledging the liabilities, make no promise to 
pay except “at such time as there will be sufficient 
money for this purpose in said (corporate purposes) 
fund, which time it is anticipated will be not later 
than April 1, 1921.” The banks will not touch them. 

How the city expects to have “ suffcient money ” 
in that fund by April 1, 1921, is left a mystery. 
In view of the present methods of financing the 
city government and expending its moneys this 
mystery is a dark one. With liabilities piling up 
at the rate of some $5,000,000 a year, the hopes of 
holders of these certificates seem to rest upon un- 
certain ground. 

When the city government through its coramis- 
sioner of gas and electricity bows instantly to the 
dictation of “ Umbrella Mike” Boyle and grants its 
electrical inspectors and maintenance men raises 
of. $50 to $300 a year, respectively, as it did last 
week, making certain that the total appropriation 
for that work will be expended in November, there 
is little indication of an improvement in financial 
conditions. 

Yet the city administration which has put Chi- 
cago into this financial hole and which is adding 
to its debts in the manner indicated is the same 
administration which is now seeking contro! of the 
county and state through the next election. 

Where do the holders of these certificates of in- 
debtedness expect the money to come from to re- 
deem them? It can come only from one source— 
the taxpayer. Eventually the taxpayer will pay 
the bills incurred by the city hall. If the taxpayer 
supports the city hall's county and state tickets and 
puts these tickets into control of county and state 
finances as the city hall now controls city finances, 
he may logically expect the present conditions to 
continue, multiplied by three in so far as Chi- 
cagoans are concerned. me

SWITZERLAND DOORS OPEN 
FOR AMERICAN TOURISTS

GENEVA, July 10.—Although there are a great 
many American and European tourists in Switzer- 
land at the present time with a large number more 
arriving daily, the business man or tourist who de- 
sires to visit this Alpine wonderland need not worry 
or fret over the possibility of not being able to obtain 
hotel, pension, or traveling accommodations. To do 
so is to underestimate the enormous capacity for 
accommodating visitors. 

The hotels here at this time number 1,500, ranging 
in size from the small pension of twenty-five rooms up 
to the majestic palaces of 400 and 500 rooms. The 
railroads today are among the best equipped and best 
operated in all Europe. 

It long has been the custom of the tourists going to 
Switzerland—particularly in the case of the large and 
first class hotels—to wire or write in advance for their 
reservations.

TROUBLE WITH TONSILS.

lis-West Succumbs. | 

MILFORD, England, July 22.—Mrs. | 
Cornwallis-West, widow of the late Col. 
Wiliam Cornwallis-West and mother | 
of the Princess of Pless and the Duch- | 
ess of Westminster, died at Arnewood, | 
near here, yesterday after a long ill- 
ness. | 

STIRRED BRITISH ARMY. 

Mrs. Cornwallis-West was the “ lady | 
in the case” in one of the most sen-| 
sational seandals in the British army 
during the war. She was made the | 
object of censure in January, i917, by 
a special military. court and the war 
office issued a white paper on the 
court’s findings, in which it was stated: 

“This lady’s conduct has been high- 
ly discreditable.” 

The case involved Second Lieutenant 
Patrick Barrett, in whom Mrs. Corn- 
wallis-West had became interested dur- | 
ing his convalescence at a local hos- | 
pital on her husband’s estate in Nerth 
Wales. She was the mistress of 
Ruthin castle and the 10,000 es- 
tate of her 82 year old husband. 

She had been a famous beauty in her 
day and was reported to be “ still pleas- 
ant to look upon despite her 63 
years.” 

Through her influence and Barrett’s 
fine fighting record with the “con- 
temptible 100,000” on their retreat 
from Mons he was given a commis- 
sion.

2 CANADA THISTLE 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 
TAMPING out the Canada thistle, 
which has caused much annoy- 
ance to middle west farmers for 
years, will do much toward stop- 
ping thé leak in the producer’s. bucket, 
‘botanists believe. ‘There is probably 
no better way to eradicate the Canada 


lthistle.than by continually cutting the 


tops of the plant as soon as they spring 
up. This eventually will kill 
roots: that are extremely and 


hardy. 


With this, as welt as all other plants, 
the plant food.is manufactured by “the 
leaves, and if the foliage is cut as soon 
as the new sprouts appear, the vitality 
of the roots is weakened and the whole 


plant is finally destroyed. This method | 


is simple, practical, effective, and the 
real secret of sutcess in fighting the 
thistle of any other weed’ with simi- 
lar root development. If the thistle 
is allowed to grow it spreads rapidly. 
A single plant, if allowed to go to seed, 
will be sufficient to spread the thistle 
over many acres within a few years. 

Where there are only a few plants it 
may be desirable to use chemicals. 
Plant experts have found carbolic acid 
about the best and cheapest remedy. 
The tops should be cut off below the 
surface of the ground before the car. 
bolic acid is applied: Some squirt pure 
acid on the exposed end of the root 
with an ordinary machine oil can. Oth- 


| ers spray it on after mixing one part 


acid with four parts water. 


Such crops as sorghum, Sudan grass, 
millet and hemp are effective in smoth- 
ering the thistle. Another practice 
followed in heavily infested areas is. to 
break the ground in July and disc it 


every ten days to keep the tops cut. 
down until the ground freezes.
